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IMPROVEMENT OF NORTH CLINTON STREET 


According to Mr. Lee Rush, District Engineer in charge of the Indiana State 
Highway Office at Fort Wayne, and Mr. Arthur Tebbe, Engineer in charge of the 
Construction Division of the State Highway Office on Hatfield Road, the following are 
the plans for development of North Clinton Street: 


1. From the approximate intersection of Northrup and Clinton Street South, 
including the 3000 block between Dalgren and Dunwood, North Clinton is to have the 
following dimensions: 


(a) Total right of way width - 80 feet; 
(b) 2-thru lanes North - 12 feet each; 
(c) 2-thru lanes South - 12 feet each; 


(d) A center median strip raised 9 inches, running from 
4 feet to 16 feet in width, with a center lane for left turns 
at street intersections; 


(e) Present pavement to be used and added to: 


(£) 2 ft. wide curbs and gutters (curbs raised 9 inches) on 
each side of the street; 


(g) 5 ft. sidewalks abutting each curbline; 


(h) Total width of improved street measured from outside 
curblines - 68 feet; 


(i) Total width of improved street and sidewalks measured 
from outside curblines - 78 feet; 


2. To secure 80 ft. right of way, 15 feet is to be condemned on each side of 
present Clinton right of way of 50 feet. (NOTE: In some blocks, Clinton is 55 feet 
wide, in which event an additional 10 feet would be condemned on the side which is 
now 30 feet). 


3. Traffic Count. Upwards of 28,000 cars per day now use this section of 
North Clinton. 


4. Donation of 15 ft. right of way. If the City Council rezones the North half 
of the block fronting on the Fast side of North Clinton Street between Dalgren and 
Dunwood, Cheker Oil Company will deliver an executed deed for the additional 15 ft. 
right of way for this half block for the proposed widening of Clinton Street. 


5. The preliminary report of the Fort Wayne District Office of the State Highway 
Commission for the above widening and improvement of Clinton Street has been pre- 
pared and forwarded to the Mayor; the Board of Works; Three Rivers Co-Ordinating 
Council; State Highway Commissioner, James Dumas, and the Indiana State Highway 
Office, as of July 11, 1969, and plans for this improvement are now progressing. 


6. Both Messrs. Rush and Tebbe have advised that the donation of the 15 ft. 
strip by Cheker Oil Company will aid in the widening of Clinton Street (as this land 
will be ac quired by the State without cost for the project) and that the rezoning of the 
tract for a Cheker Oil Station will not in any way adversely affect the acquiring of 
other right of way, as all of the frontage on the land being rezoned is being given to 
the State for the widening of the street.
